er rank, what was originally composed for 
the use of young persons brought up in a 
charitable institution. Whatever be the 
station, it must' be df importance to im- 
press the heart and understanding at an 
early period, with a sens^ of individual in- 
terest in the scripture doctrines of salva- 
tion ; as until they are thus brought home 
to : the . conscience, there is little room to 
expect that they will have any -powerful 
influence on the conduct. 
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. ; [There can he no doubt of the ad vatita- 
ges that result from storing the mind, dU- 
ring the period of infancy, with a fund of 
aacred truths.

The books of Ears and Nehemiah contain 1 
many particulars relative to the estal>lishinent 
" of the Jews, on their return from ci^tivity.. 
l^e book of Esther relates an event t^at took 
place during their captivity. The book of Job. 2 
abounds in beautiful observations on the pro- 
vidence of God^ and affords an instructive ex« 
ample of faith and patience under the severest 
sufferings. The book of Psalms^ or songs of 3 
praise^ is chiefly the composition of David^ 
who was called to be king of Israel by special 
command from God^ and endowed by him 
with the spirit of prophesy. We may observe^ 
that David^ in prophesying the destruction of 4 
evil doersj uses the form of prayer : but this 
does not justify us in wishing ill ta those who 5 - 
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have iojnred us : it only gives us an assurance 
that sin has at ali timee been hateful in the 

, sight of Giod* The psalms of praise and 
thanksgiving breathe the very spirit of true de- 6

This Ifastitation is difided into three distinct branches: 
the Spianin^roomy the Lace Mamifhctor^y and the School 
for Servants. 

On teibntely hrrestigadng the dreamstances of the per- 
sons admitted into the first of these, it does not appear that 
any of them could have fbund means of honestly supporting 
themselfes. They orast, conseqnently, either hare parted 
with their integrity, or been reduced to beg through the 
-streets, or hai^ thrown themselves on their respective parish- 
es for support. By far the greater number are, from age 
and infirmities, incapacitated from earaing what would bare- 
ly suffice for the preservation of existence ; but by the meal 
a-day, here given in addition to their earnings, they are en* 
abled to live, and, from having the benefit of a light, warm, 
and cheerful room, to live in some degree of comfort. Be- 
ndes the foil amount of their earnings, an allowance of six- 
pence weekly is granted to the sick, and to the very infirm^ 
and to those widows who are burthened with two or more 
diildren. 

The nnmber of spinners kept here in constant employment 
has seldom been less than 84, and in severe seasons has some- 
times been upwards of 80. Owing to the scarcity and high 
price of lint, which has prevented many ^riva!tA^<«s!N{C\%.%\^t5s^sv 
•iodiiig thdr qsobI. orders for ^^nmTi^ ^^>fi«s«s5g2c^ V^^ 
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been onder the disagreeaUeneoeiutjkof refusing admittance 
to many starving applicants, and for the present to restrict 
the number of spinners to 15. 

Lace Manufactory, 
From the 1st of November ISOTy to 1st of November 
1808, the average number of lace-workers hat been-t4b Of 
these, 14 are under ijS years of age. The number of yards 
of lace manufactured here from Uie 1st of November lOOT 
to the ist of November 1808, amounts to lQ4d;-^m«fi^ 
pieces of the laoe of so good a quality, as to' sell at; the .rates 
*of ten, twelve, and even so high as'eigbtaen shiUings per 
y«rd. 

... :The girls, who- are here trained to haUtl of .industity aid 
application, are employed for ten hours of every .week day ; 
giving six hours of that time to lace-working three to needlesr 
worjk, and one to reading and. speliing. finery girl is paid 
on Saturday for the lace thm has worked through the week. 
A certain. proportion of her earnings having first been .de- 
ducted to pay for materials, and towiirds defraying the. ev 
l^nce of the Institution, she. has of the remainder one thilr 
•ling and sixpence to carry home to her parents { and what- 
ever exceeds that sum she deposits in her money box» to form 
a fund for the purchase oLclothes. 

The best proof, that can be given of. the utiiily of tlna 
school of industry, will be found in the.gpod behaviouc of 
the young persons, who have been trained. in it to habiu of 
ojrder and decorum.. At Whitsunday, l^ti repyards were 
given by the Managers to four young women, who .had- then 
b^n one year at service, and had .conducted themselves to 
the entire satisfaction of their employers: Others have jsince 
then gone to service, who it is hoped will have an equal claim 
io approbation. For as the plan of instruction is now consi- 
^dg^blj enlarged, there, is everf leaaotiXfi ci^V^V^tthe 



progreM of improrement will keep pace with tli» pms he- 
slowed, and. that the investigation aanually to he made' into 
the hehayiour of those who leave- the house wiU prove a 
source of heart-felt gratification to the ladies whohsre taken 
a portiouiBr interest in its manageiBent. 
' If any of the young persons who have gone from^e kice 
eehoal into service, should, from sickness or other ctream* 
stances, be thrown out of plaoe^ they will- be less destitute 
^aa other females in a similar sitnatioa^iaa they are>oapable 
.of exercisii^; a trade by which they may at all times earn a 
eubsisteoce. But as< it appears to he eminently for -their ad- 
jrantage, as well as for the advantage of society^ -that they 
ihonld learn to fulfil the active duties of their station^ it is 
thought advisable, tha^ before engaging m service^ they 
should for a certain time be employed kk the SEKnaas 
Scjoqou 

• The School for SeFvanfii baa been- lately added to the fon- 
:mer branches of the Institutioi^; and chough the' Managers 
have not yet been enabM^fipom the. state of their fisoda). to 
.putrthe plan on which it has been estabiishedeeespletely into 
exeoution, they have, as far as the experiment has been .made, 
great reason to be satisfied with the resub* It will be ob- 
served, thatia'the lace school the ; children, ol the poor,, ^d 
in many instances they are of the fery poorest): are imtiat- 
ed in habits of applioaition, deanlioess, and decqsom; and 
that in the sehool for servants they acquire^ iwith a know- 
ledge of household work, hab^s of activity and arrangement. 
In both branches,, the. paina baistowed on their religions and 
'moral instruction isiseen to produce the happiest e£EBCt8^r- 
Nor are the efifects confined jle the efaildreB. . Theipanilli^ 
many of whom attend the Sunday evenings course of instruc- 
tion, seem so fully sendble of the benefit derived from it, 
that there can be little doubt that' the bieneficial oooaeqiien!- 
•es will in many inatanoes ei,Uud \q ^^m« 



The expenses attending the serviints school must be'great'- 
er in proportion than those of the lace school : the girls in 
the latter having only one meal a-day (of bread and broth) 
from the house ; whereas in the former they are msuntained 
and clothed from the funds of the Institution. It is likewise 
intended that the girls admitted to the servants school shall 
have beds in the house, as soon as the state of the funds will 
enable the Managers to provide them. The number of scho- 
lars in this department is at present limited to six; but if 
the plan is deemed worthy of general approbation, the Ma- 
nagers confide in the liberality of the Public, for bestowmg 
the means of its extension and permanent establishment; -'In 
order to prevent any misapprehension of their views with re> 
gard to the Institution in question, the Managers think it ne- 
cessary to observe, that it is not so much their bbjecit to 
make accomplished readers and needleworkers, as to make 
■active^ diligent, and 'sober-minded servants, well insthieted 
in their duty to Ood and man, and who' have acquired habits 
vrfaich may adcord wilti and support theit principles. 

In the name of the Aged and Destitute, who have here 
found an asylum from despair, and in the name of the 
Youn^ who have here been protected and instructed, the 
Managers return thanks to the Subscribers for the contribu- 
tions that-have already been so liberally bestowed. And as 
this is one of the few Charitable Institutions which is etttire^ 
ly dependent on Annual Subscription, they eamesUy intfeait 
a continuance of their bounty.
